All Communication With Friends De- 
nied the Imprisoned Passengers. 


TWO NEW CASES AND ONE DEATE THE 
LIST REPORTED TO-DAY. 


Health Officials Hope to Keep the Cholera 
at Sea—The Comfort of the People on 
the Detained Vessels May Be Im- 
proved To-Day—How They Pass the 
Time—Watching the Tide of Immi- 
grants at Chicago—In Europe. 


New York, Sept. 6.—)f there is any change 
this morning in the cholera situation here it 
is a change for the better, a change towards 
additional precautions to guard against the 
introduction of the much-dreaded disease 
into our midst. These active precautions 
will, however, not tend to improvethe con- 
dition of the saloon passengers detained on 
the quarantined steamers in the lower bay; 
forfrom this morning, toall intents and 
purposes, a ‘‘deadline’’ of patroling po- 
lice boats willcircle night and day around 
the so-called pest ships, cutting them off en- 
tirely from communication with 
friends in particular anda with 
the outer world in general. 
The quarantine of the saloon passengers Up 
to the present has been, thanks te@news- 
paper enterprise, more in the nature ofa 
huge joke or picnic; letters have been ex- 
changed between the detained ‘‘suspects’’ 
and newspaper men and others on board the 
many lively little tugs which have been puff 
ing about the cholera ships from the day the 
dark cloud of pestilence was first announced 
to be hovering over ourshores. But all this 
is changed now; the grim reality of strict 
quarantine regulations is now being en- 
forced and the lot of the prisoners, especial- 
ly those of the timid sex, is far from being a 
happy one. 

This morning, however, as if to cheer up 
the faint-hearted, opened clear and de- 
lightful. By 10 o’clock many white-winged 
pleasure craft were already scudding about 
the lower bay, some signaling to friends on 
board the quarantined vessels, others en- 
gaged only in trips of observation around the 
infected craft. On board of the detained 
steamers life rollson about the same as it 
always does on board an ocean steamship. 
The ladies are passing the time in reading 
and chatting, the gentlemen are hugging the 
smoking room tables, playing cards and 
spinning yarns as if nothing out of the 
ordinary was the matter. The Coney Island 
and Rockaway boats, bands playing and 
flags fluttering sprucely to the refreshingly 
cool breeze, pass and repass not far from the 
huge steamers, whose enginesare hushed in 
enforced repose and from whose decks hun- 
dreds of faces are turned toward the land they 
love so well in deep felt desire to once more 
set foot ashore and breathe the air of free- 
dom. 

UNDER FLAGS OF PFSTILEXNCE. 

But from the foremasts of those ocean 
hotels floats the horrible yellow flag of disease, 
the flag of sickness and death; and many a 
living mother on her way tothe pleasures of 
the seaside hugs her loved ones to her breast 
as she breathes heavenward a silent prayer 
for those in danger on board the quarantined 
vessels. 

Thousands of people daily enjoy picnics to 
the shores of Staten Island, Sandy Hook and 
Coney Island solely for the purpose of gazi 
upon the black hullsin the distance, wh 
somany rich and poor are awaiting their 
fate. 

It is possible that during the day the condi- 
tion of the detained saloon passengers may 
be somewhat improved, for Dr. Jenkins, the 
health officer, is trying tocomplete arrange- 
ments with the Hamburg-American Packet 
Co., by which a sound steamer or some other 
large, Clean and commodious craft may be 
anchored within tne dead lineand serveasa 
hotel-hospital prison forthe saloon passen- 
gers of the Normannia, many of whom are 
wealthy and influential people. The passen- 
gers claim that it would be better for them to 
leave the infected ship ana take up their 
quarters on some vessel not yet visited by 
cholera, and it seems probable that their 
wish will be granted and especially as both 
the passengers andthe steamship company 
are willing to bear the additional expense. 

From all sides are heard the highest praise 
of the conduct of the ladies who are im- 
prisoned upon the pest ships; they seem to 
have shown the most praiseworthy nerve and 
to have set a bright example to the more 
faint-hearted of the men. Those of the 
ladies who are musicians are using their 
talents to the utmost in endeavoring to make 
their floating prisons as cheerful as possible 
and the more manly of the gentlemen, by un- 
limited playing of shuffleboard, bean-bag, 
etc,, are helpingto make life endurable for 
their fellow prisoners, while tending to 
chase away that fear of disease which is the 
arch ally of cholera. 

NO ALARM IN THE CITY. 

Criticisms of the health officer’s conduct of 
the campaign against cholera continue to be 
heard on several sides and there seems to be 
no doubt that much has been left undone 
that should have been dore, and that 
much more has been done very 
recently which should have beendone days 
ago. However, New York to-dayis as free 
from cholera scare as ever and everybody is 
goingabout hisor ber business as if there 
was no suchthing as cholera atour doors. 
The state of public opinion here may be 
judged by the following editorial utterances 
in one of the morning papers: ‘‘Quarantine 
must be the barrier between this country and 
the scourge now onits westward way from 
Europe. While there 1s no occasion for alarm 
there is every reason for vigilance. That 
quarantine at the port of the metropolis, the 
gateway of the nation, should in an emer- 
gency like the present be made as effective as 
science and vigilance can make it will be 
universally conceded. Nothing Isto be left 
undone that can be done to promote the effi- 
clency of the State quarantine. All supple- 
mentary aid which a national quarantine can 
render is to be welcomed, Health Officer 
Jenkins has shown industry, zeal and vigl- 
lance. . But are not the duties of the present 
crisis too taxing and the responsibilities too 
momentous for one man, however faithful 
_ and capabie?’’ 

VIOLATING QUARANTINE RULES. 


tothe officer in charge at Quarantine at 7 
o’clock this morning that the tug F. D. 
Vosburg, owned by W. Moran, 12 South 
street, New York, and chartered by a New 
York newspaper, had been hovering around 
the Normannia, evidently trying to establish 
communication with her passengers. When 
the Golden Rod attempted to overhaul the 
Vosburg the latter lost no time in heading 
for New York. Dr. Jenkins immediately 
telegraphed to the Collector of the Port, 
Hendricks, requesting himto have the tug’s 
license revoked for violation of quarantine 
regulations, If this actiou could not be 
taken, the doctor asked that a warrant be 
sworn out for the captain’s arrest. 

It was denied at Quarantine this morning 
that Brooklyn has anything to fear from the 
steamship Elbro of the Wilson line, which 
reached her wharf yesterday witha partial 
cargo of rags from Hull, via Boston. William 
Seguin, one of Dr. Jenkins’ deputies,boarded 
her and found after an investigation that the 
cargo was all right, and had passed the Bos- 
ton quarantine. ‘‘There isabsolutely no dan- 
ger from her,’’ said Mr. Seguin this morning. 

The watchers on Staten Island say that the 
fires of the crematory retorts on Swinburne 
Island were burning flercely last night, and 
from this itis judged that the bodies of the 
latest victims of the scourge were reduced to 
ashes during the midnight hours. 

TO-DAY’S NEW CASES. 

Atl p.: m. the report from Quarantine was: 
Two dead bodies, one removed from the 
Normannia, the other from Rugtia to Swin- 
burne Island last night. Ten fresh cases on 
board the Rugia; three fresh cases on board 
the Normannia. Two new cases removed 
from Hoffman Island to Swinburne Island. No 
deaths at hospitals. 

Dr. Byron, whocame up from the lower 
bay, says the cases reported above include 
those reported yesterday. He says that two 
new cases of cholera developed on Hoffman 
Island to-day and were transferred to Swin- 
burne Island. Three new cases are reported 
on the pest-ships, but their location is not 
definitely known. It is reported that one of 
the latter died. 

After Dr. Byron’s arrivalhe helda consul- 
tation with Dr. Jenkins, after which the lat- 
ter said that thereare only two new cases— 
amananda child—removed from Hoffman 
Island to the hospital at Swinburne Isiand 
and one death reported by the Rugia. The 
names will not be given until Dr. Jenkins 
makes his inspection this evening. 

Dr. Jenkins will decline the services of ex- 
Surgeon-General Llamilton, as he ccnsiders 
his present force adequate. 

The name of the nurse whois sick on Swin- 
burne Island is Adelaide Merries of 65 Avenue 
C, New York City. Itis now stated that she 
is suffering from prostration and not from 


cholera. 
SHIPS AT QUARANTINE. 


At upper quarantine the arrivals have been 
the Persian Monarch from London with 55 
cabin and 23 steerage passengers aboari; 
the Corean from Glasgow with 104 cabin and 
113 steerage; the bark lIiberia from Sierra 
Leone with 16 passengers, andthe steamer 
Orizaba from Mexico and Havanna. All are 
well on board the ocean steamers, and as 
neither of them have arrived from infected 
ports their detention isnot iikely to be ex- 
tended. 

The Scandia, which may arrive at any mo- 
ment, is now being anxiously looked out for. 
She is from Hamburg, and has a large num- 
ber of emigrants on board, and istheonly 
likely steamer toarrive withinthe next day 
with cholera on board. The Joseph John, 
from Hamburg may alsoarriveat any mo- 
ment, Sheisatramp, and is now out sixteen 
days. 

Dr. Jenkins has informed the agents of the 
Hamburg Line that he had receive’ notifica- 
tion that although the steamers of their line 
were salling from Southampton, they were 
gettingtheir provisions from Hamburg. If

Miss Sanborn writes that it was only on the 
morning after leaving Southampton, where 
they had been put aboard the Normannia by 
a tug, that she learnea that there were more 
than 500 steerage passengers aboard. The 
trip, Says Miss Sanborn, was good, consider- 
ing the Circumstances. The food was noth- 
ing to boast of, andafter the cholera made 
its appearance they drank nothing but 
apollinaris water. There was no panic 
aboard atany time after the disease broke 
out, nor anything approaching a panic. 

Miss Sanborn finished her letter by asking 
for information as to when the passengers 
would be allowed to land.

: HEALTH OFFICIALS’ REPORT. 

The members ofthe International Confer- 
ence cf the State Boardsof Health met at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel lastnight and after 
discussing what they had seen during the 
day, they issued the following report: 

The International conference of State Boards of 
Health, in company with Commissioner Allen, Dr. 
“. T. Jenkins, Port Health Officer, Dr. Lewis 
Balen, Secretary of tne State Board of Heaith of 
New York, aad Dr. C, A. Lindsley, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health of Connecticut, visited the 
New York quarantine station yesterday and spent 

he whole day inspecting the various parts of the 
station. Thecommission after examining into the 
details formulated its conclusions at the request of 
the Secretary of the Board of Heaith of New York as 
follows: 

1. That with the appliances now at the command. 
of the heaith officer, the detention of the cholera 
ships in the lower bay, as at present maintained 
offers the only efficient protection to the city and 
the points communicating with it. 

2. In view of the affection unavoidably associated 
with the detention of healthy passengers on board 
of the affected ships, and for the safety of the cabin 
and the still more exposed steerage passengers, the 
removai of both to separate stations or vessels for 
detention and observation is urgentiy demanded 

3. That further the removal of steerage and cabin 
passengers is necessary in order that the speedy and 
thorough inspection of the ships and cargo may be 
proceeded with, and in addition to the present 
method the .Commission consider that a suphur di 
oxide blast furnace and a pumping apparatus for 
supplying disinfectants in solution for washing down 
the ho'ds, the steerage and other parts of the ships, 
be immediately supplied, 

4. Thatasthe present appliances are defective, 
the commission believes that the gre:test care must 
be exercised in their utilization in order to prevent 
a reinfection of baggage, ciothing and other effects, 
and the commission would suggest that before an- 
provisions be made for a station of 
ample dimensions for the detention and observatien 
of exposed persons: forasafe and permanent water 
supply forail stations, and for more modern ar- 
rangements forasteamand sulphur disinfection of 
bagwaxze, vesselsand cargo of a capacity sufficient 
for so great a port.

NO GROUND FOR ALARM IN BERLIN@DERELICT 
HAMBURG OFFICIALS. 

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—Numerous cases of sup- 
posed cholera in the hospital have proved to 
be quite harmiess, and itis presumed that 
the patients will forthwith be diseharged. 
Some are the victims of thelr own fears, 
while many are thought to have Deen in- 
fected by unscrupulous enemies. Ata meet- 
ing of the City Commissioners Dr. Guttman, 
director of the Moabite Hospital, and Prof. 
Virchow declared that there was no ground 
for excessive alarm, The commissionefs re- 
solved that forthe presentit was not neces- 
sary to build acditional hospitals.

ON WATCH AT CHICAGO. 


TRAIN LOADS OF IMMIGRANTS OVER THE GRAND 
TRUNK. 

CHIcAGO, Ill., Sept, 6.—Health officers are 
keeping a sharp lookout on Grand Trunk 
trains for tmmigrants who sailed Aug. 
16 on the steamship Cremone for Montreale 
The railroad officials say, however, that 
twocar loadsof the immigrants were de- 
tained at Port Sarnia, and sent from there to 
Port Edwards, where they now are. 

A train full of immigrants, 800 or more 
fresh from Europe, arrived here over the 
Grand Trunk Railroad last night. A second 
train, bringing about seventy immigrants, 
came in over the Wabash road early this 


morning, Their coming caused some excite - 
ment, but it was mostly confined to the depot 


arrivals. They werea well-dressed, healthy 
looking lot of immigrants and the children, 
of which there were fifty or more, of allages, 
seemed to be in especially good form. 

Dr. Montgomery met the first lot at Blue 
Island and, pronouncing them free from 
disease, the train proceeded to the depot. 
Those who arrived on the second train leit 
for points in the West and Northwest after 
inspection. Nearly all of them came across 
via the Thingvalla Line from Copenhagen 
via Stettin, 

The homeopathic doctors of Chicago are 
contemplating the establishment of a num- 
ber of cholera hospitals in various parts of 
the city. A meeting is to be held in a week 
or two to arrange the details for 
carrying out the proposed scheme. The 
homcopaths say there are two objectsin 
view. First, they want to show by statis- 
tics that there will be more recoveries under 
their method of treatment? than under the 
treatment of their professional brothers, 
the allopaths. Secondly, they are prompted 
by motives of humanity, for the hospitals 
are dirty and no places for cholera patients. 


THE CORDON AGAINST CHOLERA. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury have received 
& number of telegrams and letters from 


boards of trade and heaith of different cities 
thanking them for the measures aiready 
taken to guard against the introduction of 
cholera into this country. Most of the 
health boards heartily indorse the plan of a 
twenty days’ quarantine of all immigrant 
ships. 

The only cholera news received at the State 
Department was a telegram irom the Consul 
at Antwerp saying that the Sanitary Com- 
mission of the svheldt has issued modified 
bills of health stating that no epidemic ex- 
ists inthe upper suburbs, but that isolated 
cases Of cholera have been noticed. 

Dr. Wyman was informed of what appears 
on its face to be a bold attempt toevade the 
quarantine regulations of the country. This 
information came in a telegram dated Vir- 
ginia Beach, Va., and signed by J. M. Dickey, 
vyeneral superintendent of the Norfolk, 
Albemarle & Atiantic Railroad.

TEMPORARY TRUCE BETWEEN FAC- 
TIONS OF BOTH PARTIES. 


Opposition Forces United to Reduce the 
Republican Majority—Indiana’s <Av- 
portionment Law in the Courts—Ool. 
Stone Spoke at Independence Yester- 
day—Arkansas Ali One Way-—Politics. 


WHITE River, Vt., Sept. 6.—The political 

campaign preliminary tothe state election, 
which occurs to day, has been considerably 
shorter than those of former years, but it 
has been unusually sharp and during the past 
ten days has been conducted with such 
energy that the voters have become fraught 
with activity and interest, presaging a con- 
siderably larger gubernatorial vote than 
politicians expected. or dared to hope for 
immediately after the nominating conven- 
tions were held, especially on the Republican 
side. 
Hon. Bradley B. Smalley, the Democratic 
nominee for Governor, is a native Ver- 
monter andisnowa directorof the Central 
Vermont Rallroad Co. and secretary of the 
Democratic National Committee, of which he 
isthe Vermont member, William B. Viall of 
Randolph, the nominee for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, isa man of much energy and first- 
class business qualities. 

Col. Levi K. Fuller of Brattleboro, the 
Republican candidate for Governor, started 
in lifeasatelegraph boy and muchipist. He 
was Lieutenant-Governor of the State from 
1886 to 1888. He is a self-made man, gener- 
ous and public spirited. His running mate, 
Col. F. Stewart Stranahan of St. Albans, 
the Republican nominee for Lieutenant-Gov- 


ernor, is a native of New York City who 
came to the town where he now resides, in 
1859. Heis now cashter of the Welden Na- 
tional Bank of St. Albans. 

The candidate of the Prohibition party for 
Governor is Edwin L. Allenof Fair Haven, 
who has been the candidate for this position 
in the last two campaigns previous to this. 

The animosity engendered in the Demo- 
cratic ranks at the very beginning of the 
present campaign in the warm contest waged 
by the younger Democracy t9 dethrone Hon. 
Hiram Atkins, as Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, actually threatened 
and seemed to insure a split in the 
party, which would prevent any increase in 
the small vote of two years ago, if, indeed, 
it would not lessen it, which would showa 
considerable decrease in the vote when com- 
pared with that of 1888. However, the fac: 
tionalfight within the party has been, tem- 
porartiy, at least, dropped in carrying on the 
campaign against the common political 
enemy, the Kkepublicans, the leaders of the 
opposition to Chairman Atkins being evi- 
dentiy convinced that their first duty as 
loyal Democrats is tosuppert their popuiar 
standard-bearer in the gubernatorial con- 
test, and that their internecine strife can be 
renewed and the Gontest within the party 
fought out later. 

On the other hand, it was well understood 
at the time that the result of the Republican 
nominating convention was a sore disap- 
pointment tothe farmer element, although 
the outcome of it seemed inevitable some 
days before the convention, inasmuch as the 
farmers did not even openly advocate the 
candidate upon whom they united, and 
many declared then that they would not sup- 
port the ticket nominated. In the time that 
has elapsed since the nominations for State 
officers were made, however, this disap- 
pointment has mostly subsided, and the 
prospect is, so far as all indications show, 
that the Republican State ticket will polla 
great vote. 

There seems to be little enthusiasm or 
political energy within the Prohibition party 
and a ticket has not been putin nomination 
in ali of the counties of the State. It is hard- 
ly expected that the Republican majority 
will reach thatof four yearsago, when the 
popularity of the candidate with ail classes 
gave him an unusually large vote, but that it 
will be double that of two years agois most 
probable. Present indications hardly war- 
rant a prediction of more than 23,000 major- 
ity, which willshow thatthe party bolds its 
own witha goodly number of stay-at-homes. 

The candidates of the two leading parties 
for Congress are as follows: First District, 
Hon. Henry Powers of Morristown, the pres- 
ent incumbent, Republican,. and Felix W. 
MeGettrick of St, Albans, a prominent young 
attorney, Democrat. Second District, Gen. 
Wim. W. Grout of Barton, the present in- 
cumbent, Republican, and George W. Simith, 
the baker and confectioner of White River 
Junction, Democrat.

FISHBACK CARRIED THE STATE BY AN IN- 
CREASED MAJORITY. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 6.—Offictal and 
unofficial returns of yesterday’s State elec- 
tion have been received from thirty-two 
counties, giving Democratic majorities 
ranging from 25 to 1,100. The only Republican 
majority is reported from Jefferson, which is 
400. It has heretofore given 800 Republican 
majority. 7 

Partial returns were received this morning 
from Crittenden, a Republican 
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townships in Sebastian County gave: 
Fishback, 154; Whipple, $7; Carnahan, 77, a 
Democratic increase of 53. This city will 
givea majority of over seven hundred for 
Fishback.

The 
failure to rally the negroes and their 
refusal to vote have nonplussed 
the political mathematicians. Fish- 
back will probably receive a majority 
in every county inthe State except Phillips, 
Jefferson, Chico and Searcy. Theresult ‘is 
the expression of Arkansas voters, who are 
able to read and write, the Australian ballot 
system having kept from the polls those who 
were unable to prepare their own tickets and 
were unwillingto acknowledge their ignor- 
ance by requesting the judges to scratch 
their ballots for them. 


INDIANA APPORTIONMENT. 


REPUBLICANS MOVING TO OVERTHROW THE ACT 
OF 1891. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 6.—The suit long 
threatened by the Republicans to overthrow 
the legislative apportionment act of 1891 
materialized yesterday at Newcastle. The 
outgoing train at 6 o’clock yesterday bore 
Attorney W. W. Wishard, who had the com- 
plaint in his inside pocket. Mr. Wishard got 
the ear of Judge Eugene Bundy at 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon and outlined the salient 
features of the suit and the ends 
sought to be achieved. The com- 


plaint asks for a mandate requiring the 
sheriff, clerk and auditor of Henry County in 
posting notices, etc., for the approaching 
election of members of the Legislature to 
proceed in compliance with the provisions of 
the act of 1879, alleging that the act of 1891 as 
also that of 1885, is in conflict with the con- 
stitution and therefore void. The voiding of 
the acts of 18¥1 and 1885 1s asked on the 
grounds of unfairness and inequalities in the 
constructien of Legislative districts. The 
matter is being tully laid before 
Judge Bundy. He issued a writ ord- 
ering the defendants to show cause forthwith 
why they shouid not be required to comply 
with the petition of the plaintiff. This writ 
was served on the defendants yesterday 
afternoon and a hearing of the case was set 
for next Thursday morning. Should Judge 
Bundy hold the-law unconstitutional, ar- 
rangements have’been made to raliroad the 
case before the Supreme Court next week and 
Republicans are prophesying that within two 
weeks the gerrymander will have been over- 
thrown.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Sept. 6.—A thrilling 
and exciting scene that was not onthe pro- 
gramme took place at the performance of 
the‘‘White Squadron’’ In this city last night. 
The play is a highly patriotic American drama 
by J. W. Harkins and brought out in this 
city by the A. V. Pearsons Co. of New York, 
The company commenceda week’s engages 
ment at the Queen’s Theater last evening be- 
fore a large audience. Everything went 
smoothly until the third act, which repre- 
sents a congress of the navies at Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, when the various admirals 
composing the congress came on the stage 
escorted by a squad of their men who carry 
the flag of their country. The English, 
French, German and Italian flags were en- 
thuslastically cheered, but when the Ameri. 
can Admiral, accompanied by his squad car- 
rying thestars and stripes, appeared, there 
were loud hisses from the galleries. Atthe 
end of the act the players were called before 
the curtain and when Mr. Hilyard, repre- 
senting the American Admiral, appeared 
there were renewed hisses and somebody tn 
the gallery threw a missile cathim. This was 
followed by acrowd proceeding tothe front 
entrance of the theater, where the different 
flags were confusedly displayed, and tearing 
down the stars and stripes, which they 
dragged down the street. Mr. Neil Florence, 
the manager of the company, was indignant 
at the conduct of the crowd and demanded 
protection forthe American flag. 

When Mr. Florence asked a policeman to 
arrestthe man who had pulled down the 
flag the constable refused, and replied that 
it wasa pity they had not pulled them all 
down. Mr, Florence replied that he was an 
American citizen,and such a thing would have 
to stop. He did not care for himself person- 
ally, but he would protect the fag. This had 
the effect of quieting the crowd which re- 
mainedin the vicinity.

ITALY’S BEHRING SEA ARBITRATOR HAS BEEN

The British Trade Journal of London in a recent 
issuc, speaking of the increase of American coal ex- 
ports and of the falling off of the English coal ex- 
ports to Cuba, says: 

**it is anothers Case of American competition. The 
United States now supply Cuba with about 150,000 
tons of coal annually, and there is every prospect of 
this trade increasing as the forests of the island be- 
come exXiausted and the use of steam machinery on 
the sugar estates is developed.

SKETCH OF THE NEW JUDGE. 

Gov. Francls and Judge Castieman were 
old classmates at Washington University, 
and have been life-long friends.

**Good as those were I’ve had in St. Louls be- 
fore,’’ he echoed,’’ ‘‘mo such band as this 
has ever been seen in the West,’’ and at the 
he waved a sheet of music 
admiringiy toward the uniforms that were 
swarming about the car doors. ‘*Fine 
looking fellows, aren’t they?’’ he went 
on proudly. ‘*The baad is a 
fuli 100, even thirty -five stronger 
than we ever had at St. Louls, and these aew 
thirty-five are the pick of the profession, too, 
aren’t they, Sergeant?’’ and at anaflirmative 
nod, Gilmore went on:
